The complaint filed against the Pasa­ 
dena lawyer, F. K. Clark, his wife and 
sister-in-law, Miss P. M. Saam an,in Jus­ 
tice Lockwood’s court, was yesterday re 
placed by a new one, several deficiencies 
having been found in the first one, and 
though Clark was brought down from 
the jail and discharged, he was im m edi­ 
ately rearrested. Early yesterday m orn­ 
ing two deputy constables drove over to 
Clark’s house at Pasadena and concealed 
themselves in the front and rear yard8y 
to enable them to arrest Mrs. Clark and 
her sister immediately they left the 
building, the ladies having barricaded 
themselves within its doors. 
After wait­ 
ing for several hours, a newspaper carrier 
appeared and threw a copy of one of the 
morning papers into the front yard, and 
a few minutes later a little girl emerged 
from the house and picked it up. 
As she 
turned towards the house the officers in­ 
tercepted her and the child was fright­ 
ened, but she 
had 
evidently

she refused to

the house, 
saving,

and

she wae determined to prevent. Finally, 
after remaining out of doors from 7 
o’clock until 11:30, the child’s patience 
became exhausted, and at thia juncture 
Mísb Seaman agreed to accompany the 
officers to Los Angeles without farther 
trouble. She stated that her sister, Mrs. 
Clark, was very sick, and therefore un­ 
able to undertake the journey and ex­ 
citement incidental upon her arrest. 
On her arrival, at 2 o’clock in the after­ 
noon, Miss Seaman was taken before 
Justice Lockwood, and both she and her 
brother-in-law were granted until this 
morning in which to plead. 
Bail, how­ 
ever, was required in the sum of $1,000 
for Clark and $300 for Mias Seaman, and 
aa officer was detailed to accompany 
them in their efforts to find sureties for 
the required amounts.

A great deal of anxiety was apparent 
in the police departm ent last night as to 
the identity of the nine victims to be 
chosen for official decapitation at this 
afternoon’s special session of the Board 
of Police Commissioners, 
and every 
member of the force was inwardly quak­ 
ing lest he should be numbered among 
the missing after the fiat had gone forth. 
There being sixty-seven married men 
and twenty-three single men upon th e 
force, and the tendency of the commis­ 
sioners being to spare those who had 
families dependent upon them, the lat­ 
ter felt considerably depressed at the 
idea that the victims would in all prob­ 
ability be chosen 
from among their 
ranks. 
Though the question of politics 
is not supposed to figure in the matter a t 
all, the fact that there were fifty Repub­ 
licans, thirty-seven Democrats and three 
non-committal was discussed, and fears 
were entertained for the safety of the 
“out” party. 
The question of dividing 
the force by wards was another source 
of discomfort, for it was found that from 
the First ward there were nine represen­ 
tatives ; Second ward, fifteen; Third ward, 
fifteen; Fourth ward, six; Fifth ward, 
three; Sixth ward, three; Seventh ward, 
seventeen; Eighth ward, sixteen, and 
Ninth ward, six, and the possibility of 
choosing nine men from the wards best 
represented opened a new channel for 
anxiety. 
Altogether, the situation is a 
most unpleasant one ior all concerned, 
and the whole force will breathe a sigh 
of relief when the agony is over.

At 11 o’clock last night an alarm was 
rung iu from box 8, on the corner of 
Hoff and Daly streets, East Los Angeles, 
for a fire at the residence of Professor 
Koernen, a German music teacher, on 
Pasadena avenue, close to the Arroyo 
Seco.

The loss is estimated 
at $500; uninsured.

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THE 
POLICE BOARD. 


It Don’t Know What Officers 
to Discharge. 


SELECTION TO BE MADE TODAY. 


A. N um ber of Saloon Licenses G ranted 
an d C hanges Allowed—Other 
H a tte rs Discussed. 


The police commissioners m et yester­ 
day afternoon, Mayor Hazard in the 
chair, and Mesare. Collins, Dexter, Knox 
and Lewis present. 
I t was fully an hour after the appointed 
hour before the meeting was called to 
order, the commissioners in the mean 
tim e having been closeted 
with the 
Mayor in his private office, presumably 
to discuss the question of dropping ten 
m en from the force, in conformity with 
the provisions of the retrenchment ordi­ 
nance. No definite information, how 
ever, could be gained from the members 
of the board, as to the cause or result of 
their prolonged conference, on their re 
turn to th e board room, and each com­ 
m issioner m aintained a discreet reticence 
when questioned on the snbject. 
Mr. 
Knox, who was 15 minutes behind tim e, 
was somewhat unwilling to join his con 
fréres in w hat appeared to be an execu­ 
tive session; but on learning that it was 
sim ply an informal discussion in which 
they were engaged, he overcame his 
scruples, and 
joined 
them 
as they 
emerged from the Mayor’s office. 
At 3 o'clock the board was called to 
order, and at once proceeded to business 
w ith the report of the Chief in the mat 
ter of the application of Belli <fc Kiesner 
for a permit for a new license at No. 140 
Upper Main street. The report being a 
favorable one, 
the 
application 
was 
granted on motion of Mr. Knox. 
In the m atter of the application of P. 
Darkum for a transfer of his license from 
No. 8 East First street to No. 232 W est 
First street, the Chief reported favorably 
and the same was granted. 
The following petitions for transfers of 
licenses were granted: 
C. Richardson, from Tom Shaw, for 
No. 7 Commercial street; Fam e & Cim­ 
bro, from P. Ballade, for No. 207 Bueña 
"Vista street; C. F . Gerken, from Sie- 
wicke & W atkins, for No. 414 North 
Main street; Charles 
Dillman, from 
Stuhr & Dillman, for No. 252 South Main 
street; 
P . 
Banié, 
from 
Banet 
& 
Banté, 
for 
northeast 
corner 
of 
Commercial and L ob A n g e le s streets, 
and H. J. Bovee from Bovee & Neary, 
for No. 604 Downey avenue. The appli­ 
cation from C. 8ilverstein for a permit 
to open a saloon at the corner of San Fer 
nando and Olympia streets, was referred 
to the Chief for investigation under the 
rules. 
A num ber of demands, amounting in 
the aggregate to $389.75, were approved 
as read. 
The bill of Meyberg Bros, for $45.30 
for work done in the old city hall, was, 
on motion of Mr. Knox, returned to that 
firm with a request that they segregate 
the items contained therein and present 
them to the building committee of the 
Council for its approval. 
The application of Charles Kielmann 
for a position on the force was received 
and ordered placed on file. 
The Mayor said there had gone into 
effect since last meeting an ordinance 
calling for the removal of nine men from 
the department. 
Mr. Dexter said that it seemed to him 
that the m atter of removing ten men 
from the force aB required by the ordi­ 
nance, was one of the greatest concern 
to be determined by the board. 
He 
was 
of 
the 
opinion 
that 
the 
Chief was the best person to name 
those whom it would be to the best in­ 
terests of the force to remove, and he 
thonght the board would not be shirking 
any of its responsibility by asking him to 
bring in a list of the names of the nine 
m en he thought should be removed. 
This m atter should be done with great 
care, and no distinction should be made 
w ith regard to party. 
He therefore 
moved that when the board adjourn, it 
do so until 2 o’clock tomorrow afternoon, 
for the purpose of adopting the list of 
nine nam es prepared by the Chief in the 
m eantim e. 
Mayor Hazard offered the following 
am endm ent: 
“ Preference being given 
in all cases to poor men who have fam­ 
ilies dependent upon them for support, 
and that no discrimination be made on 
political grounds, but fairness he exer­ 
cised to both Democrats and Republi­ 
cans.” 
Mr. Collins said that he would cer­ 
tainly vote against the motion, as he felt 
perfectly capable of exercising his own 
judgm ent in the m atter without dele­ 
gating hia authority to the Chief. 
Mr. K nox asked whether the passage 
of the resolution would bind the com­ 
missioners to vote for the list when pre 
sented by the Chief, and on learning that 
each was the case, he announced his 
intention of opposing the motion, althongh 
he concurred in the rem arks of his 
colleague from the E ast Side, rela­ 
tive to the competency of the Chief, 
but this was a question of individual 
judgm ent. 
While he wonld be gnided 
by the Chief to a certain extent, he «fait 
disinclined to vote for the removal of the 
nine men without first knowing their 
names. 
He had every confidence*in the 
Chief, but he would not be doing his 
doty as a police commissioner by doing 
business in that way. 
# Mayor Hazard argued that he under- 
'stood the motion to be m erely advisory to 
the action of the board, and th at the 
commission would not be oblieed to rat­ 
ify the list when presented. 
Mr. Lewis said that he seconded the 
motion to confirm the Chief's action. 
Measrs. Knox and Collins reiterated 
their rem arks, and M r. Dexter stated 
that he m eant to embody in his resolu­ 
tion that the board adopt or reject the 
list as a whole, whereupon Mr. Lewis 
withdrew his second. 
Mayor Hazard then seconded the mo 
tion, and added the following words to 
the resolution: 
“ The above list to be 
advisory to this commission only.” Mr. 
Knox insisted upon the following addi­ 
tion: 
“ E*ch name shall be voted on 
separately,” 
whereupon th e 
whole 
matter 
was 
discussed over 
again 
at 
length. 
Finally 
Mr. 
Knox 
suggested 
that 
when 
th e 
board 
meet at 
2 
o’clock 
this 
afternoon 
the Chief, knowing what was expected 
of him, would present his list and the 
board wonld take the pay roll of the 
force and vote on each nam e contained 
therein, the Chief to be present and an­ 
swer each questions as should be put to 
him regarding each of the men ; bat Mr. 
Lewis said that it was to avoid this that 
he had supported the motion of Mr. 
D exter to delegate the m atter to the 
Chief. 
Mr. Knox said th at he would not 
do anything blindly; and in spite of his 
confidence in the Chief, he wanted to 
have some say in the m atter. Then Mr. 
Lewis proposed that the board adjourn 


until 2 o’clock this afternoon, and take 
up the m atter without reference to the 
Chief at a ll; but the proposition met 
with decided opposition from his con­ 
freres. 
Mayor Hazard stepped into the 
breach with the information that he 
would be unable to be present at 2 o’clock 
this afternoon, but he expressed the be­ 
lief that the board would dispose of the 
matter satisfactorily in 
his absence. 
Then Mr. Knox moved for a recess until 
7.30 o’clock last evening, but the Chief, 
Mr. Lewis and Mr. Dexter all had prior 
engagements. 
After discussing the sub­ 
ject of adjournm ent for some minutes, 
the board, on motion of Mr. Lewis, 
finally adjourned until 1 o’clock this af­ 
ternoon.

A meeting of the Board of Directors of 
the Chamber of Commerce took place 
yesterday afternoon. 
Major Jones pre­ 
sented the following communication with 
regard to the organization of a ladies’ 
annex to the cham ber: 
To the Board of Directors of the Los Aw 
geles Chamber of Commerce; 
G e n tl e m e n—The tim e seems very pro­ 
pitious for the formation of a ladies’ anx 
iliary to the cham ber, and so much more 
so than I had expected that I trust the 
work of organizing the auxiliary body 
can be taken hold of at once. A num ber 
of energetic leading ladies of the city 
have expressed to me their willingness 
to aid the matter in every way, and their 
opinion that it can readily be made a 
success. I wish to suggest to the board 
that a committee headed by the chair­ 
man of the ways and means committee, 
and composed of members of the board 
or of the cham ber who represent, as far 
as possible, all the societies of the city 
managed by the ladies, and all the 
churches of 
the city, be appointed, 
and instructed to call upon the chief 
officers of such organizations for the pur­ 
pose of enlisting their aid in the enter­ 
prise. 
I 
suggest the 
committee be 
authorized to state to such officers that 
Mott hall is offered to the chamber at 
such term s and with such provieion for 
the widening of the staircase and alter­ 
ation and improvement of the rooms and 
their lighting and ventilation as will ren­ 
der it a well adapted place, commodious 
and spacious, for a permanent exposition, 
if its location on the second floor is not 
too serious an objection. 
And that there 
are several other rooms, many on the 
ground floor, that can be had at reason 
able prices. 
I suggest also that the com­ 
mittee be instructed to consider the m at­ 
ter of offering to the said societies and 
churches the use of the exhibit hall 
and 
ante-rooms 
for 
their 
fairs, 
lunches, 
etc., at all 
times, 
dur 
ing the y^ar, previous arrangements 
having been made with the managing 
committee of the chamber. 
The com­ 
mittee can set forth the fact that the 
cham ber's exposition will be an attractive 
one, and will aid them greatly in induc­ 
ing a large attendance at their fairs etc; 
It seems to me that this accommodation 
to these societies, churches, etc., cau be 
furnished on such low term s and to such 
advantage that ¿t will be eagerly ac­ 
cepted ; at the same time the ladies of all 
denominations and all Bociety affilia­ 
tions will be more heartily enlisted in 
aid of the chamber in m aintaining and 
improving its exposition, and also in 
carrying on its general work. 
The ladies will readily see th at the 
work of the chamber ia all directly 
in aid of 
their society 
enterprises 
as it is in aid of all the interests of Los 
Angeles county. They will see that it 
will increase largely the attendance and 
patronage of their enterprises, and that 
they could well afford to pay 
more 
for tne use of the hail and other necessary 
rooms of the chamber than they have 
heretofore been obliged to pay for the 
same amount of space anywhere in the 
city. 
This plan, it seems to me, will unite 
all thé ladies of the community in aid of 
the work of the chamber and tend very 
largely to bring in all the valuable ele­ 
m ents of the community to the support 
of the same work.

The Inepectloa Hade By the Board 
Yesterday. 
The Board of Public Works yesterday 
wsnt on its tour of investigation to in­ 
quire into the desires of the people who 
sent petitions to the Council on Monday 
last. The first place visited was the 
vicinity of Ninth and W hittier streets, 
where it is desired to provide some 
means for the escape of the storm water. 
It was informally decided to recommend 
that culverts be constructed so as to 
carry the water across the street and 
into its natural cour-ie. 
At the last meeting of the Council Mr. 
Summerland moved that proceedings he 
taken to pave Alameda and San Fer­ 
nando streets, between San Francisco 
and Ann streets. The board inspected 
this vicinity and fonnd th at the raina 
make the streets almost impassable. It 
is probable, therefore, that the recom­ 
mendation will be in favpr of paving. 
The proposition to opsfi Vignes street, 
between Aliso and Railroad, was con­ 
sidered and will be the subject of actftm 
today. 
The floor of the Aliso-street bridge was 
inspected, and was found to need repairs 
in several placas. 
Several places on Louisiana avenue 
were found to be in need of culverts, 
which will probably be ordered. 
The arroyo crossing Virginio avenue 
was investigated, and it was found that a 
culvert was needed.

Then 
all wfio wished to do so boarded the 
street cars and took a free ride down the 
far-famed Magnolia 
avenue, 
between 
orchards laden with rich-colored, clean

new to many and enjoyed by all. The 
badge of the association worked like a 
charm on railroads, street cais, and 
alm oB t everywhere. 
It was the open 
sesame to the citrus fair, which all vis­ 
ited and admired. A description of it 
would amount practically to a string of 
adjectives. The fruit was all very choice— 
in fact, it may be said perfect—and there 
is a vast quantity of it. 
The rooms are 
tastefully decorated, and were thronged 
with eager sightseers. 
Everyone is en­ 
joying the occasion to the full.

Mr. Henry Elms, of Altadena, was in 
the city yesterday and related to a num­ 
ber of friends a rather alarming experi­ 
ence he had while going home last Tues­ 
day evening. Mr. E lm s’s home is near 
the base of the mountains, and on the 
evening mentioned, after taking eupper 
with a friend residing on Marengo ave­ 
nue, Pasadena, he started to walk to his 
place. 
About 9 o’clock he reached ihe 
crossing of the Altadena railroad, and 
feeling rather tired he sat down for a few 
minutes on the seat placed by the way­ 
side for passengers.

WON’T WORK BETWEEN rORTS. 


Non-Union Min P it in T heir Places. 
D eparture of Vessels 
Delayed.

F r a n c i s c o , 
February 
1 3 .— The 
trouble which had been 
brewing fo 
some time between the Pacific Qoaet 
Steamship Company and the Steamship 
Sailors’ Union, culminated this m orn­ 
ing in the discharge of all the union 
sailors on the Corona and State of Cali­ 
fornia, in consequence of which the de­ 
parture of both vessels was delayed sev­ 
eral hours. The union sailors state that 
they were 
employed 
principally to 
handle freight at terminal and way ports, 
and should not have been expected to 
work between ports. 
The Corona was to sail at 11 o’clock 
for Southern coast ports, but before that 
hour the men informed the officers that 
they would clean no more decks and do 
no more painting and roustabout work on 
the trip. The officers informed them that 
they would have to do this work, and as 
the men still declined, they were dis­ 
charged, atid efforts were commenced at 
once 
to secure 
a 
new 
crew. The 
crew of the State of California, which 
was to sail for Portland at 10 o’clock, 
also left for the same reason. 
Large crowds soon collected on the 
docks and a detail of officers was sta­ 
tioned there to preserve order. A full 
complement of non-union m en was se­ 
cured in a few hours and both vessels 
sailed soon afternoon. 
The officers of the company say the 
m en have dictated to them long enough, 
and they have become tired of it. They 
do not think they have ever required the 
m en to do anything unreasonable. 
Captain Goodall said : “ We pay these 
men $45 per month, which is about 10 
per cent, more than any one else pays, 
and aside from dictating they refuse to 
work between ports. If they work over 
tim e they get 40 cents an hour. 
On 
Sunday they work in this port from 7 to 
9 o’clock a. m ., and get paid for a full 
day. It is a fact that during busy and 
dull times the wages have never been 
changed or in anywise affected. 
We 
sim ply want our sailors to work as 
sailors should in cleaning ships, and so 
on. They refused, and were discharged. 
The men were to have left here today, 
and did not want to do any more work 
until tomorrow. 
We wanted them to 
work during the afternoon, cleaning the 
ship. A vessel gets begrimed with dirt 
in port, and it is necesaary to have her 
cleaned while on the trip. 
Heretofore 
the men 
have done 
this work. 
I 
do not think wo 
have 
asked 
any 
more 
than 
always 
is 
asked 
of 
coast seamen on steamboats, but they 
have become very independent, and we 
have always humored them . 
Last year 
when we were crowded with business the 
men would come to the officers and say 
they would not work between this port 
and that. The officers would reply that 
they would have to work, and the men 
would say : 
‘We will leave you.' We 
were very busy, and rather than be 
bothered with a strike, we gave in 
time after time, until now we have 
become tired of that sort of thing and 
will employ no union men. 
We have 
had men of this union all along, and we 
have pretty near the entire union in our 
employ.” 
The strike will probably affect no 
other lines. I t is understood that all the 
members ot the Steamship Seamen’s 
Union employed on veseels of the Pa­ 
cific Coast Steamship Company, running 
out of this port, have been ordered out 
by the union.

NATIONAL CAPITAL. 


The Oklahoma Bill Under 
Consideration. 


IMPORTANT AMENDMENTS MADE. 


No-Man’s-Land Included in the New 
T erritory—House 
Hules 
Considered.

Dispatches to the H rbalz>. 


W a s h i n g t o n , February 13.—In the 
Senate today on motion of Dclph, the 
Senate bill appropriating $500,000 for a 
public building in Portland, Oregon, 
was taken from the calendar and passed. 
The Senate resumed consideration of the 
bill to provide a temporary government 
for Oklahoma, the pending 
question 
being Plum b’s am endm ent to comprise 
No-Man’s Land within the new Territory. 
Vest again spoke in favor of the amend­ 
ment. 
Reagan and Plum b also advo­ 
cated the am endm ent, the latter saying 
th at the condition in which Nc-M an’s 
Land was left was a scandal on the legis­ 
lation of the country. 
He expressed 
amazement that the committee on Terri­ 
tories had set itself eo strongly and so 
totally without reason against his propo­ 
sition of inclusion. Finally a vote was 
taken, resulting in yeas, 27; nays, 16; 
thus including No-Man’s Land within 
the Territory of Oklahoma. 
Plumb also offered an amendment to 
attach the Cherokee Outlet to Oklahoma 
for judicial purposes. This was rejected 
after some debate, during which the dis­ 
cussion of several days ago as to the re­ 
ported threats of the commissioners ne­ 
gotiating with the Cherokees, was gone 
over again. 
Vest offeied an amendment prohibit­ 
ing the legislative assembly from author­ 
izing the issue of any bonds, script or 
evidence of debt for any purpose, except 
certificates for service* rendered. After 
considerable debate, Vest modified this 
by limiting the prohibition to bonds in 
aid of railroads, and the amendment was 
adopted. 
Some further formal amendments were 
agreedJp , and the bill passed. 
After executive session the Senate ad­ 
journed. 


HOUSE PKOl'EEDINUS.

a s h i n g t o n , 
February 13.— In the 
House today the Senate joint resolution 
was passed unanimously, congratulating 
the people of the United States of Brazil 
on their adoption of a republican form of 
government. 
Consideration of the code 
of rules was then proceeded with. 
Cannon, from the committee on rules, 
roported an am endm ent requiring the 
titles of committee reports to be entered 
in the journal and printed in the Record 
Adopted. 
Cannon also reported an am endm ent to 
rule 15 (relating to roll calls), to provide 
th at after roll call the Speaker shall not 
entertain a request to record a vote or 
announce a pair, unless the m em ber’s 
name has been noted under clause 3, 
which is amended to provide that on 
motion of any m ember, or on the sugges­ 
tion of the Speaker, the nam es of m em ­ 
bers sufficient to make a quorum in the 
House, who do not vote, shall be noted 
by the clerk and recorded in the journal, 
etc. 
The am endm ent was adopted. 
Cannon also reported an am endm ent 
providing that executive communica­ 
tions and Senate bills may be referred by 
the Speaker to appropriate committee’s 
without being subm itted to the House. 
After a brief Democratic protest the 
am endm ent was adopted. 
Crisp offered an am endm ent to the 
rule providing that no dilatory motion 
be entertained by the Speaker, adding 
the words : “ But a demand for the yeas 
and nays shall not be considered dila­ 
tory.” 
After a brief discussion this was 
rejected. 
Crisp offered an am endm ent provid­ 
ing that the Speaker shall not in any 
caBe refuse to entertain an appeal from 
his decision. 
The am endm ent was lost. 
The House then took a recess until to­ 
morrow.

The bar committee argued in favor of 
Hie establishm ent of an intermediate 
appellate court. 


IN TERN A TIO N A L C O PY R IG H T. 
The House committee on patents by 
unanimous vote has instructed the chair­ 
man of its sub-committee to make a 
favorable report on House bill 3,914, ¿he 
International Copyright bill. The bill 
allow* foreign authors to take out copy­ 
rights in the United States on the same 
footing as Americans, provided the type­ 
setting, printing and binding is done 
wholly within the United States. The 
bill has been amended to conform with 
the copyright bill pending in the Senate. 


EX TR A D ITIO N TR E A T IE S. 
In the executive session of the Senate, 
the committee on foreign relations re­ 
ported back 
the Russian extradition 
treaty, with the objectionable clause 
eliminated, the one which specifically 
exempted from the list of political crimes 
attempts upon the life of the Czar or any 
member of his family. 
The Senate con­ 
sidered the British treaty an hour and a 
half 
Objection was made by several 
Senators to the clause by which extradi­ 
tion is provided for persons charged with 
manslaughter and obtaining money on 
false pretension. 


In fo rm a tio n 
C oncerning

W a s h in g to n , February 13—The At­ 
torney General’s response to the Senate 
resolution asking for information con­ 
cerning the operations of the Circuit 
Court of the Northern District of Florida, 
was laid before the Senate today. 
It 
consists mainly of letters from officials 
of the court, setting forth th at it is im­ 
possible to enforce any process of the 
United States in connection with elec­ 
tion cases, as deputies are abused, p i ­ 
onera rescued and witnesses terrorized. 
United States Attorney Stripling, in a 
letter, informs the Attorney General 
that C. Saddler, supervisor of registration 
in 
Alachua 
county, pleaded 
guilty 
to two indictm ents for the refusal to reg­ 
ister persons entitled to registration. His 
violations of the law were flagrant, but 
in view of his confession of guilt, prom­ 
ises not to m ake a repetition, etc., some 
prominent Republicans, Stripling says, 
importuned him not to press judgment 
against Saddler until December, 1890; 
in the meantime Saddler to be released 
on $5,000 bail. The purpose of this, the 
District Attorney says, is ultim ately to 
have judgm ent finally suspended. 
He 
recommends that the arrangem ent be 
carried out. 
Philip W alter, Chief Supervisor of 
Registration, reports the facts in the 
Saddler case, and adds: “ I assure you I 
put it mild when I inform you that over 
10,000 Republican voteB were thrown 
out after they were cast, and that in a 
little upward of 700 precincts in this State 
at least ten persons in every precinc* 
were kept off the registration list, and 
thereby deprived of their right to vote.” 
In answer to 
Attorney 
Stripling’s 
recommendation regarding Saddler, At­ 
torney-General Miller, on the 31st of No­ 
vember, 1889, w rote: 
“ It does not com­ 
port with my views of the administration 
of law, that one so evidently guilty of a 
grave crime should entirely escape pun­ 
ishm ent. 
I have subm itted your letter 
to the President, who concurs in tbe 
views above expressed.”

The Industrial and Financial Sit­ 
uation la All Rlffht. 
Let no one^ unwisely distrust the im­ 
mediate future in this eection. There is 
©very reason for the statements that 
there is a turn in the tide, that the worst 
point of depression has been reached 
and that there will be improvement 
soon. In fact the affairs of the section 
are already moving in the right direc­ 
tion. 
The betterment is more that at 
oar gates: it is inside them. There is a 
very fair and an entirely healthy demand 
for country property, and the buyers are 
so well aware that they are getting 
something unusually good that they are 
content to pay fair prices for these lands. 
The run is mainly on small farms suit­ 
able to some kind of fruit culture, 
and the planting is for the most part of 
oraDges, walnuts ard figs. The reason 
for this is that these fruits pay more by 
far than any others, and there is less 
fear of overproduction. They are pecu­ 
liar products of this section, which has no 
competitor in the Union in these lines. 
W hen one realises how small this section 
is in comparison to this great country 
with its seventy millions of souls, rap­ 
idly increasing to one hundred millions, 
it must become apparent that there will 
be a market for our fruits for all time to 
come. These are not the only varieties 
of fruit that are pecnliar to this section, 
bat they seem to attract the most of the 
attention. Lemons and olives are quite 
as much a monopoly of Southern Califor­ 
nia as oranges and figs. The former, 
iike oranges, belong entirely to us, and 
the latter, like figs, do better here than 
else* here in this State. They will draw 
capital and enterprise to them soon 
A producer of figs near Downey savs 
he receives about $500 an acre for his 
crop one year with another. The value 
of orange orchards may be learned from 
the fact that the owner of a hundred 
acres near Glendale has been able to 
borrow $250 an acre on his property, on 
bond and mortgage. Walnut orchards 
also appear valuable to money loaners, 
as is evidenced by the fact that the 
owner of 145 acres near Los Nietos 
yesterday secured a loan of $17,000 on 
his property, or at the rate of $117 an 
acre. 
With this inquiry and actual trading 
in these lands there comes a large meas­ 
ure of relief to the community. The 
only trouble here has been with people 
who were carrying too much realty on 
which they owed money. Each sale 
that is made relieves not merely the 
seller, bat enables him to pay a third 
person, who hands the cash to a fourth, 
and one sale pays off often ten mortgages. 
The money lenders recognize the fact 
that a change has come. They say there 
is much less pressure to borrow money. 
In fact the days of pressure are past, and 
there is only a quite moderate inquiry, 
which finds ready accommodation at 
many hands. Rates of interest are be­ 
coming easier, and the undertone to the 
financial situation is regarded by the 
most conservative bankers as being solid 
aB a rock. 
Nor is this town dull. There is not the 
rush of business there was some time 
ago, but there is a fair volume doing in 
the regular channels of business. An 
geleños who go abroad all say that they 
come back to find Los Angeles the live­ 
liest town they have seen. One pilgrim 
who returned a day or two ago after a 
visit embracing San Francisco, Salt 
Lake, Denver, St. Louis, Dallas and 
other 
points, says there is more 
business in proportion to popula­ 
tion being done here than in any 
of these places. Dallas is regarded 
as the best town in Texas. 
It 
has about two-thirds of the population 
of Los Angeles, but it is not doing one- 
quarter the business we are doing. The 
best business property there is held at 
$1,500 a foot above the value of improve­ 
ments, and Bells rather freely when 
offered at that price. Lands in the sur­ 
rounding country are held at $50 to $100 
per acre. The only crops they produce 
are the cereal and root crops common to 
all parts of the East. The*annual pro­ 
duction from suoh lands is not worth 
more than from $5 an acre in 
poor years up to $20 an acre 
an extreme realized perhaps once in 
a lifetime. 
As compared with such 
prices and such revenues, our lands are 
dirt cheap, and so are our city lots. It 
is being realized now that lands here, 
adapted to the cultivation of citrus 
fruits, nuts, figs and such crops, are ex­ 
cellent investments at $150 to $300 an 
acre. The buyers of such property are 
wise. These prices will not last. There 
is a big margin of speculation 
them at these figures, as will be seen in 
time. So with city lots. This place will 
not stand still long. There will come in 
time—and in no very long time—another 
era of rapid growth here, and then buei 
ness and residence property, lots near 
and those on the outskirts, will enhance 
in value. 
With such underlying elements of the 
situation, it is no wonder that business 
men should say, as they do on all hands, 
that Los Angeles is as solid as a rock, 
and that a change for the better mast 
soon be apparent. 


was not to be expected. His judges were 
prejudiced, and most of the testimony 
was suborned.

T o d ay the H k r a ld ’s cable dispatches 
from London 'contain the report of the 
Parliamentary commission formed to 
investigate the charges made against 
Parnell and his associates. It is in all 
respects a “most lame and impotent 
conclusion.” It does not, to be sure 
exculpate the great leader who has done 
eo much for hi> country’s cause. That 


I t is but a little more than three 
weeks before the citrus fruit fair will open 
in this city.

It will benefit this city to have this mag­ 
nificent display of the products of this 
section made here, or made any where, so 
that the outside world may have an oppor 
tunity to take cognizance of what splendid 
fruits we can produce. 
There is no 
doubt our own county will be able to 
stand at the head of this class of great 
competitors if the growers here will be­ 
stir themeelves to some purpose. But it 
will not be a walk-over for the winner 
by any means. 
The display of citrus 
fruits being made at Riverside this week 
is dazzling in brilliancy and magnificent 
in proportions. 
The pick of it will be 
put on exhibition here, and it will be 
difficult to beat. Ontario lemons are be­ 
ing sold in this city at this very time, of 
an excellence in all respects that puts 
them fully on the level with the 
very best imported fruit. 
The same 
is true of the products of many 
Riverside orchards. 
Young 
Orange 
county will be here with a display of 
fruit that will show her name is no mis­ 
nomer. 
She will do her best to justify 
the appellation she has taken. So of the 
other adjacent coanties. 
All will enter 
the lists, and it will require a special 
effort to win the capital prize. The fair 
is in excellent hands and it will be a 
great success. 


S p e c ia l attention should be paid to the 
New England grocers who will visit this 
section in the next few days. They come 
from a quarter of the Union which has 
sent a great many people to Southern 
California. Indeed, astnte observers 
here have been wont to say that it did 
not matter much to Los Angeles whether 
the section produced crops or not, that 
the driest seasons were the beBt we 
could have, for the reason that so long as 
the severe climate of New England pro­ 
duced so prolific a crop of invalids, our 
section must continue to grow in popula­ 
tion. But New England has sent us 
many of our most enterprising and pro­ 
gressive citizens, full of energy and 
shrewd in husmees. There is no doubt 
that the visit of the Triennial Conclave of 
the Knights Templar in 1883 in 8an 
Francisco, and the Grand Encampment 
of the Grand Army of the Republic iu 
chat city in 1885, were instrumental in 
sending many hundreds of settlers to 
California. 8o it will be with these rep­ 
resentative business men of Boston and 
its suburbs. If they are favorably im­ 
pressed, their report at home will do a 
great deal to direct attention to this sec­ 
tion. They will see the rich orange 
groves about Pomona, and the charming 
homes at Pasadena, as well as the solid 
style 
of 
buildiDgs and the full 
volume of business being done in Los An­ 
geles. They will be able to report that 
we have well paved streets, a city well 
famished with sewers, with water works, 
and well lighted. They will eee a section 
where comfortable hotels abound for the 
accommodation of visitors from abroad, 
and their report of these things will be 
to our benefit. 


S an B ernardino county is setting all 
her sisters, large and small, a splendid 
example in the exhibit of her products 
placed in New York. It will do a great 
deal of good to all this section. For 
next season we speak for a Southern 
California on Wheels which will be a 
real exhibit of what this section pro 
duces.

PARNELLISM AND CRIME. 


Report of the Investigating 
Commission. 


THE IRISH LEADER ACQUITTED. 


Failure to Connect Him Directly 
W ith A grarian Crimea—The 
Land League Censured. 


Associated Press Dispatches to th e H e b a l d. 
L ondon, February 13.—The roport of 
Justices Hannon. Day and Smith, the 
special commission to investigate the 
charges made by the Times against Par- 
nellite members of the House of Com­ 
mons, was laid upon the table in the 
Honse today by Hon. Henry Matthews, 
Secretary of State for Home Affairs. 
The report occupies 102 pages. Each 
of the members of the House against 
whom charges are made is treated sepa­ 
rately. The judges find that speeches 
were made by many Parnellites, in­ 
tended to bring about the separation of 
Irelaad from Eagland; 
that these 
speeches, in view of the state of the 
country, were calculated to foment 
crime, as the speakers must know. 
The greatest interest centers in the 
final conclusions which follow: 
First—We find that the respondents, 
members of Parliament, were not mem­ 
bers of a conspiracy having for its object 
to establish the absolute independence of 
Ireland ; but find that some of them, to 
gether with Davitt, established and 
joined the Land League with the inten­ 
tion, by its means, to bring about the 
absolute independence of Ireland as a 
separate nation. 
Second—Respondents did enter into 
a conspiracy by a system of coercion 
and intimidation to promote agrarian 
agitation against the payment of agri­ 
cultural rents, for the purpose of im­ 
poverishing and expelling from the coun­ 
try Irish landlords. 
Third—The qharge that after denounc­ 
ing certain crimes in public, they after­ 
wards led their supporters to believe such 
denunciation was not eincere, is not 
established. 
We entirely acquit Mr. 
Paruell and other respondents of the 
charge of insincerity in their denuncia­ 
tion of the Pbienix park murders; and 
we find that the fac simile letter, upm 
which the charge was chiefly baaed 
against Parnell, is a forgery. 
Respondents did d:s¿eminate news­ 
papers tending to incite sedition and the 
commission of other crimes. 
Respondents did not directly incite 
any persons to the commission of crime 
other taan intimidation, but did iDciteto 
intimidation, and the consequence was 
that crimes and outrages were committed 
by persons so incited. 
As to the allegation that respondents 
did nothing to prevent crime, and ex­ 
pressed d o bona fide disapproval of crime, 
some of the respondents, in particular 
Michael Davitt, did express bona fide 
disapproval of crime and outrage; but re­ 
spondents did not denounce the system 
of intimidation which led to crime and 
outrage, but persisted in this abstention 
of denunciation with the knowledge of 
its effect. 
Respondents defended persons charged 
with agrarian crimes and supported their 
families; hut it Is not proved that thSy 
subscribed to testimonials for, or were 
intimately associated with noted crim­ 
inals. 
As to the allegation that respondents 
made payments to compensate persons 
who had been injured in thecommission of 
crime, we find that they did not mak9 
such payments. 
As to the allegation that respondents 
invited the assistance and co-operation of 
and accepted subscriptions and money 
from known advocates of crime and the 
use of dynamite, we find that respond­ 
ents did invite the assistance and co-op­ 
eration of, and accept subscriptions of 
money from Patrick Ford, known as an 
advocate of crime and dynamite; but it 
has not been proved that respondents 
knew that the Clan-na-Gael controlled 
the Land League, or was collecting 
money for a Parliamentary fund; but it 
has been proved that respondents invited 
and obtained the assistance and co-oper­ 
ation of the physical force party in 
America, including the Clan-na-Gael, 
and in order to obtain that assistance, 
abstained from repudiating or condemn­ 
ing the action of that pariy. 
Besides these, there remain three epe 
cific charges against Parnell, personally, 
namelv: 
A—That at the time of the Kilmain- 
ham negotiations, Parnell knew that 
Sheridan aud Boynton had been organiz­ 
ing outrages, and, therefore, wished to 
use them to put down outrages. Not 
proved. 
B—That Parnell was intimate with 
leadiug Invincibles; that he probably 
learned from them what they were about 
when he was released on parole in April, 
1882, and that he recognizad the Pho>nix 
park murders as their handiwork. We 
find there is no foundation for this 
charge and that the Invincibles were not 
a branch of the Land League. 
C—That Parnell by opportune remit­ 
tance enabled F. Byrne to escape from 
jail to France. We find that Parnell did 
not make any remittance to enable Byrne 
to escape from justice. 
Regarding the two special charges 
against Davitt, that he was a Fenian Had 
assisted in the formation of the Lind 
League with money contributed for the 
purpose of outrage and crime, and that 
he was in close and iotimate association 
with the party of violence in America, 
and was mainly instrumental in bringing 
about the alliance of that party and ttie 
Parnellite and Home Rale party in 
America, we find it proved that Davitt 
was a Fenian and received money from 
the skirmishing fund contributed for the 
pnrpoBe of outrage. This was not, how­ 
ever, for the formation of the Land 
League itself, but for the promotion of 
the agitation leading up to it. We find, 
alio, that he, in such close and intimate 
association with the party of violence in 
America, was mainly instrumental in 
bringing about the alliance referred to 
In the opening of the report the judges 
refer to the unprecedented character of 
the inquiry; the history of the actions of 
the leaders of the Irish party from 1877 
is recited; the relations are traced that 
existed between the founders of the Land 
League and Fenians and Irish-Amer­ 
icans. 
Referring to boycotting, it declares that 
instances adduced before thecommission 
proved that it constituted a system of in­ 
timidation of the most severe and cruel 
character. The boycott combination was 
illegal, both in its objects and the means 
adopted to carry it out. It was elaborate 
all-pervading tyranny, aiming to injure 
landlords as a class and drive them out 
of the country. This action of the league 
far exceeded the limits of the just force 
of public opinion, and created well- 
grounded terror in the minds of those 


suffering under it. 
The commission 
comes to the conclusion that this was the 
intention of those devising and carrying 
out the system. 
“ In our judgment the loaders of the 
league, in thus combining to carry out n 
boycott, were guilty of conspiracy. We 
consider this charge established against 
Parnell, Dillon, Bigger, Sexton, T. p 
O’Connor, Matthow Harris, U. O’Brien 
T. D. Sullivan, T. M. Healv, T. Harring 
ton, E. Harrington, A. Connor, j. R 
Kenny, W. Redmond, J. E. Redmond 
Justin McCarthv, J. O’Connor, T. J 
Condon, J. J. O’Kelley, Cummins, Cox 
Patrick Head, J. D. Cheenan. L. Leahy, 
E. Leamv, i. Barry, C. K. Tanner! 
Maurice Healv, T. Quinn, Daniel Crilly 
Henry Campbell, P. J. Foley, J. J 
Clancy, J. F. K. O’Srion, R. Lalor, T 
Manne, J. Deasy, J. C. Flynn, J. Jor 
dan.

Under the charge of disseminating 
newspapers tending to incite to crime, 
the report lays stress upon the fact that 
Parnell did not produce a report of any 
speech wherein ho denounced the use of 
dynamite; also, that no denunciation by 
Parnell of the action of the physical force 
party in Ireland or America had been 
given in evidence. Parnell admitted 
that he was unable to say he had by 
speech or action found any fault with the 
Feniar. organization. The statistics of 
crime for ’80, ’81 and *82 strongly eorrob 
orate the statement that outrages fol­ 
lowed the establishment of the Land 
League. Agrarian crime raged in Ire­ 
land when the league agitation was at its 
height. The co-incidcnt decrease of 
crime with the inactivity of the league 
was equally conspicuous. When the 
league 
was 
suppressed 
in 
1881 
crime decreased from 4,43!) cases 
in 
'81 
to 
870 
casos 
in ’83 
It was contended before the commission 
that the causes of crime were not due to 
the league, but to the chronic state of 
Ireland under the distress aggravated bv 
eviction. Comparative statistics showed 
ihat the dominant cauae was league 
agitation. 
During the severe distress 
from 1849 to 1853, inclusive, 58,433 
families were evicted, the total agrarian 
crime w a s 1,245, whereas, for four years 
from 1879 to 1882, with 11,904 families 
evicted, the total record of crimes was 
11.323. 
The commission rejected the euggt 
tions that crime was caused by secret 
societies, by compensation for the Die 
turbancs bill, or that the decreApe ir 
crime after J uly, 1882, was due to the Ar­ 
rears of Rent act, and adds: “The ques 
tion is not whether other causes can be 
ang-:ested, the fact being that the in 
crease from 1879 to 1882, though not ex­ 
clusively ascribe 1 to agitation, was 
mainly due to the action of the league 
and its founders aud leaders. In the 
judgment of the court, the denuncia­ 
tions 
of 
crime 
quoted 
for the 
defense were of little avail, because 
contemporaneously with them the lead­ 
ers and organizers were carrying on agi 
tatioQ by means of speeches and conduct 
tending to encourage crime. The 6enti 
mont in Ireland against aiding the police 
in the discovery of criminals was not 
confined to the ignorant, but was con­ 
fined to those from whose education 
j aster views of duty should prevail. 
Proof has been given that they system 
atically and indiscriminately defrayed the 
expense of the defense of persons 
charged with agrarian crime. 
The 
knowledge that each assistance would in 
all cases be afforded, must have had the 
effect to encourage persons so disposed to 
commit outrages. The same observation 
applies to the support of their families. 
A number of books and documents 
which, if produced, might have thrown 
light upon the leagne’s proceedings, were 
not produced. Generally we have not 
receiyed from Parnell and the officers of 
the Land League the assistance we were 
entitled to expect in the investigation of 
the league’s accounts.” 
The report proceeds to trace the course 
of the league’s movements in America, 
and in connection with the Clan-na-Gael 
Touching the contradictory evidence of 
Le Caron and Parnell over the interview 
in the corridor of the Commons in 1881, 
it says the balance of the probabilities 
was in favor of the accuracy of Le Ca 
ron’s statements. 
It. was highly proba 
ble that Parnell would say to any one 
whom he regarded as a member of the 
physical force party in America that an 
understanding ought to be brought about 
between that party and Parnell and his 
supporters in the league. 
It was also 
probable that Parnell would mention 
Devoy as the person best able to arrange 
such an understanding, for Devoy had 
been among the principal agents through 
whom the support of the Feniaus had 
been obtained. The purpose of such an 
alliance may be disputed, but the desire 
of 
Parnell and 
Davitt that the 
parties of physical force and open 
political movement, should act in har 
mony had been proved by Devoy’a let 
ler, corroborated by Le Caron. It is not 
improbable that, conversing with 
supposed revolutionist (Le Caron), Par­ 
nell expressed himself bo as to leave the 
impression that he agreed with those 
who favored revolution. 
Touching the tenth convention of the 
Clan-na-Gael at which Sullivan presided, 
the proceedings proved that the dyna­ 
mite policy w&3 definitely adopted by 
the Chicago convention in 1881, at which 
T. P. O’Connor was a delegate from Par­ 
nell. The Washington convention in 
1882, the Aator House meeting aud the 
Philadelphia convention in 1883, are 
successively noted as proving the iden­ 
tity and sympathy of the sentiments of 
the Irish leaders with the American 
physical force party. The Clan-na-Gael 
circular of October, 1882, clearly pointed 
to the use of dynamite. It was by this 
that the Clan na-Gael, whose leader* 
were closely associated with the Irish 
leaders, finally obtained in April, 1883 
control of the entire movement in Amer­ 
ica, henceforward retaining it. 
Tne mass of evidence proved that the 
Irish League in America had been since 
directed by the Clan-na-G&el, and bad 
been actively engaged in promoting the 
use of dynamite for the destruction of 
life and property in England. It was fur­ 
ther proved that the Clan-na-Gael con­ 
trolled the league in America, and these 
organizations concurrently collected sums 
amounting to over $300,000 for a fund 
wherefrom payment should be made to 
Irish members of the Commons. It has 
not, however, been proved that Parnell 
knew the position of the Clan-na-Gael 
the circulars of that body, besides the 
evidence of Le Caron, showing that its 
operations were kept secret.

A Lordly Tree that Ought to 
Adorn this Section.

Hnidreds of Thoasands of Dollars 
that Ought is be Kept at Home 
by Planting Trees. 


Of all the 150 varieties of eucalyptus 
the common blue gum is the most useful, 
the moBt im portant tree for 6outhern 
California. 
It does not thrive in Flor­ 
id a; the cold spells of winter cut it 
down or stunt its growth; but on the 
Pacific Coast, from Eureka to Tia Juana, 
a distance of 800 miles, it is a stately, 
m ighty advance agent of our new civiliza­ 
tion. 
Twenty years ago our plains were 
absolutely treeless—desert-like, parched 
and brown, lifeless almost—a picture of 
despair. 
Then 
the 
first 
boxes 
of 
seedings 
were 
imported 
from 
Australia 
and 
sold 
at 
public 
auction 
in 
San 
Francisco, 
at 
$5 
a tree. 
Today the precious little giants 
sell at one cent a tree. 
Kemi Nadeau, a 
recently departed genius deeply regretted 
by hiB many friends, was one of the first 
men to appreciate the value of the eucal­ 
yptus as a fuel tree. 
He conceived and 
executed 
the 
gigantic 
project 
of 
planting 1,200 acres ef 
sandy land 
at Florence to 
blue 
gums. 
Over 
one million trees in one plantation! 
Today it is a stately forest of mighty 
trees, towering tall and straight 150 feet, 
a monumeot to the enterprise of our by­ 
gone friend. 
Every third year the trees 
are cut down, yielding 60 cords of 4-foot 
wood to the acre, worth $6 to $7 a cord 
standing, or $7 to $8 cut and corded; the 
net income is therefore $420 for the three 
years, or $140 per acre per year. 
And 
every 
time 
the 
trees 
are 
cut, a 
new forest springs up from the old 
stam ps, and there is no expense to be 
incurred after the first year for either 
plowing, cultivating or irrigating, for 
deep down into the hidden water courses 
in the earth does the blue gum send 
down its thirsty roots, thirty feet even, 
where the water is as far below the sur­ 
face; and it makes its giant growth 
in the poorest sandy wastes of our river 
washes; drawing its sustenance out of 
the atmosphere through its wealth of 
evergreen leaves. 
W hat a perfume, 
what a tonic is inhaled by the beautiful 
foliage of the eucalyptus when night 
bringB rest and coolness to our plains. 
Fevers lose their 
terror and malaria 
departs with a creeping horror, where 
the rustling, whispering groves of stately 
eucalyptus waft fragrance over the house. 
Pour boiling water over the leaves of the 
bluegum and drink the powerful tonic. 
It is equal to quinine to dispel the terrors 
of sickness. The contagious atmosphere 
of the sick-room today is cleaned by a 
sprinkling on the floor of an essential 
oil, “ Eucalyptole,” extracted by the 
science 
of 
the 
chemist 
from the 
resinous leaves of eucalyptus globulus or 
eucalyptUB amygdalina. 
Years ago the 
winds would sweep over our treeless, un­ 
resisting plains. 
The ‘‘Santa Anas” 
were a terror to the farmer and orchard- 
ist. Today miles of eucalyptus surround 
our fields, line our avenues and encircle 
our orchards. 
They 
act 
as 
pow­ 
erful wind-breaks, protect the tender 
bncb 
of oar fruit 
trees from the 
March winds, and yield an abund­ 
ance 
of 
fuel, 
where 
of 
yore 
the shiftless Mexican vainly hunted for 
dried manure or brea to light his smoky 
fire. 
Stranger, imagine the beauty of 
our avenues of blue guniB twenty or a 
hundred years from now, when the trees 
average over 200 feet in length, over 15 
feet 
in 
diameter, as they do 
to­ 
day in their 
native land, Australia. 
Our southern plains will rival then the 
wonderB of the Yosemite in their big 
trees. The question of fuel and timber 
supply is becoming more serious, more 
im portant from year to year on the Pa­ 
cific Coast, as the giant red wood yields 
to the greedy ax of the all-absorb­ 
ing 
lam ber 
trusts. 
If 
you 
own 
any lots or acres that are idle or unpro­ 
ductive, plant them in blue gum. A 
town lot 50x150 feet will grow 200 trees 
six feet apart, and every tree when 5 
years old, 
is 
worth $1.50 for fuel 
in 
a city. 
Your lot 
tfeua yields 
yon $300 in five years or $00 a year, 
and fifty acres in blue gums will yield 
you an annual income of $7,000. 
The 
Mayor of 
our city is 
planting 150 
acres 
to blue gums 
this 
season; 
they will 
yield 
him a 
handsome 
revenue a few years hence. 
The mighty 
forest will be an object of beauty to be­ 
hold and a source of perpetual income to 
his heirs. L et the good work proceed of 
planting the beautiful blue gum in for­ 
ests for fuel, around orchards and fields, 
for wind-bredks and for ornam ent in 
sightly avenues, 
affording shade and 
shelter along our streets. 
The most im portant of other varieties 
of eucalyptus a re : 
1. Eucalyptus citriodora, whose foliage 
is so strongly scented that if your hand 
merely touches one of its slender, pointed 
leaves, its sweet odor will be perceived 
for hours. Its leaves yield by distillation 
a large quantity of volatile essential oil 
of excellent lemon-like fragrance. 
Eucalyptus amygdalina, a lordly tree, 
has reached a height of 470 feet in Aus­ 
tralia, and yields an oil of remarkable 
autiseptic power, largely used for m edi­ 
cinal purposes. 
Eucalyptus fictfolia, a dwarfed species 
with beautiful glossy leaves resembling 
those of the rubber tree, and bearing 
magnificent crimson-colored flowers. 
Eucalyptus nastrata, the red gum, 
grows straight and tall, without twisting 
the trunk, and the bark does not natur­ 
ally peel off. 
Eucalyptus resinifera, or mahogany 
eucalyptus of New South W ales, is of 
great value as a tim ber tree and fur­ 
nishes wood of remarkable strength and 
durability.

Seedling trees of the blue'gum can be 
procured at a trifling cost. 
They should 
be planted in March or April, when all 
the danger of frost is passed, and after 
the ground, plowed twice, is free from 
weeds. 
During the first year's growth 
the ground should be cultivated three or 
four times; afterwards no further ex­ 
pense of any kind need be incurred, and 
the grove will be forever a source of un­ 
failing revenue to its fortunate owner. 
The cost of trees is about 1 cent per tree, 
and at eight feet apart each way 700 
trees are needed to the acre; cost of 
trees per acre therefore is $7; cost of 
plowing, setting out the trees and culti­ 
vating them four times during the first 
summer is about $20 per acre. 
After the 
first year the trees will take care of 
themselves. 
Around the city of Los Angeles there 
are large bodies of low-priced land suit­ 
able for the growth of gum trees, footnill 
lands too hilly to be ever leveled for irri­ 
gation, worth from $20 to $50 an acre,

OwiDg to the lack in Riverside of ft 
large hall, the exhibit of citrus fruits oc­ 
cupies a half a dozen rooms in the opera 
house, and consequently the scenic effect 
of the magnificent and generous display 
of golden fruitage is sadly marred and 
the magnitude of the exhibit greatly les­ 
sened to the eye. But it is a grand dis­ 
play—a 
bounteous 
one. 
It brings 
back the mythological romancing of 
the golden apples of Hespéridas, which 
grew in the garden under the shadow of 
the mysterious mountain. 
God-like that 
Jupiter should covet 
the 
gorgeous, 
golden globes and lesser ones than he 
brave disaster in the deBire to drain their 
•weetnesa. Even a m eaner lover than 
the one who captured the swift-footed 
Atalanta would tempt the best woman 
who ever wore shoe strings if he should 
cast the golden glories of the Riverside 
Fair at her feet. There are in round 
numbers 200 entries of exhibits 
by 
orange-growers. Placing the extent of 
each exhibit at four boxes of oranges and 
lemons, and it makes a display of 8,000

or 
75,000 
oranges, 
includ­ 
ing 
lemons.
